Members of the faculty of agricul¬ 
ture of the University of Alberta and 
officials of the department of Agri¬ 
culture are out inspecting the fields of 
seed grain that are competing to come 
into the pure seed class. There are 
some two hundred men in the crop 
improvement association as well as 
the members of the Canadian Seed 
Growers association whose crops have 
to be carefully inspected before being 
graded into the class of pure seed. A 
real effort'-is being made both by the 
farmers and the department to estab¬ 
lish the business of growing pure seed 
and to this end the department of 
agriculture has taken over the build¬ 
ing formerly occupied by the North 
West Biscuit company, and will re¬ 
ceive the seed grain there, clean and 
grade and distribute It again. This is 
being handled mostly in sacks. 
Machinery is being installed shortly 
for this purpose. The same building 
provides a home for the poultry and

Alberta now leads in the indemnity 
paid to members of the Legislature. 
According to the Calgary Albertan the 
figures are: Alberta, $2,000; British 
Columbia, $1,800; Manitoba, $1,800; 
Saskatchewan, $1,800; Quebec, $1,600; 
Ontario, $1,400; Nova Scotia, $700; 
New Brunswick, $600; Prince Edward 
Island, $200. Either the Westerners 
are very lavish or the Maritime peo¬ 
ple very frugal. 

During the first six months of 1922, 
the municipal hospitals of the prov¬ 
ince handled 759 more patients than 
during the first six months of last 
year, with an increase of 9,363 hos¬ 
pital days over the same period of 
last year. This is an indication of the 
manner in which the people of the 
rural districts are utilizing the ser¬ 
vices offered by the municipal hos¬ 
pitals. These figures of course, In¬ 
clude those from the newly establish¬ 
ed hospitals of Viking and Provost. 
The returns include those from only 
11 hospitals, whereas now there are 
13 municipal hospitals in the province, 
and one or two more districts are In- 
process of organization. 

A survey of conditions throughout 
the province in connection with the 
enforcement of the liquor laws has 
been completed by Inspectors Downey, 
Follis and Rudd, who have reported 
on the results of their investigations 
in sixty-seven typical communities, 
from Rocky Mountain Park and Ver¬ 
million, to Medicine Hat and the 
Crows Nest. In submitting a sum¬ 
mary of this report to the Attorney 
General, E. S. Bishop, liquor act com¬ 
missioner, points out that the general 
trend of the inspectors' findings is 
that the law is now being better en¬ 
forced than ever before, is more gen¬ 
erally respected and is increasing in 
its hold upon the sympathy of the 
public. Special attention was paid 
during the survey to drug stores, bil¬ 
liard rooms and restaurants, over 600 
establishments of these three kinds 
having been investigated.

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LABOR PROBLEMS 


E STABUSHED 1072 
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Labor continues to present a trying 
problem for the employer in Western 
Canada, says the Northwest Review. 
This particularly refers to the farm¬ 
ers and mine operators. However, it 
has been recently noted that there has 
been an improvement as compared 
with the past two or three years, even 
though there is a good deal yet to be 
looked for in this direction. The 
workers generally are very indepen¬ 
dent and not inclined to stick to the 
job. They work for a time but as 
soon as they get a little cash they 
vacate the farm for the city without 
botherihg to give notice. After they 
have spent their surplus dollars they 
are back looking for a job but then 
again about the time that they get to 
be really useful they get enough 
money to take another holiday. An 
experienced farmer explains that too 
many seem to think that it takes no 
particular knowledge to do farm work 
in the same way that it takes skill to 
do other labor. Never was there a 
greater error in his opinion. What is 
needed on the farm is skilled men just 
as in any other occupation and the 
man who does not understand the ele¬ 
ments of farming is of very little use. 
There are so many things to do on the 
farm and reliability is so important 
that a man must be able to d6 almost 
anything to be prepared for emergen¬ 
cies and to be of real value. A farmer 
who has been trying for a year to get 
a good farm manager says that he has. 
had a dozen recommended but they all 
turned out about as useful as the 
second hand wheel-barrow. They all 
fell down when it came to laying out 
work or handling men. They lacked 
in the judgment required to see ahead 
and get men in the places where they

the value of this year’s crop, refers to 
the'value of the farmer’s dollar. In 
1921, it says, if the average price of 
1 farm commodities be compared with 
the wholesale price of other goods it 
will be found that the purchasing 
power of the farmer's dollar was 
about 67 cents. In other words it 
would take one dollar's worth of farm 
products to buy 67 cents worth of 
other commodities. If a return on the 
value of land be excluded the farm¬ 
er’s wage for his labor, risk and man¬ 
agement averages less than $600 a 
year. Consequently, when that wage 
shrinks in purchasing power, the ef¬ 
fect on business is quickly felt as it 
was in 1920 and 1921. It is estimated 
that the lowest point in farm pur¬ 
chasing power was during the close of 
1921 when the buying value of the 
farmers’ dollar fell to 62 Cents. There 
has been improvement since then in 
the price of farm products, and an¬ 
other important thing to take into 
consideration is that this year’s crops 
are being produced at less cost than 
forerly. Commodity prices have re¬ 
sponded to upward tendencies, just as 
farm produtcs have become more 
valuable, thus the farmer’s dollar is 
not worth quite as much at it was 
several months ago. The Wall Street 
Journal thinks the present purchasing 
value of the farm dollar is about 72 
cents. The farmer was hard hit, it is 
pointed out, when he raised crops at 
the peak of inflation and was forced 
to sell them when deflation was well 
under way. He was the first hit and 
also the hardest hit because commod¬ 
ity prices did not begin to fall until 
the prices of farm products had reach¬ 
ed new low levels. Eventually, how¬ 
ever, these things right themselves.

Saturday Night: The high cost of 
smoking materials, owing to excessive 
excise and other taxes levied under 
the new tariff is having an effect on 
Canada’s revenue that was not anti¬ 
cipated by the Finance Minister when 
he revamped the schedule at the last 
session of Parliament.- By raising the 
excise tax on cigarettes the Hon. Mr. 
Fielding anticipated that he could in¬ 
crease the country’s revenue by a con¬ 
siderable amount. The reverse has 
been the case, as the returns for June, 
the first month that the new schedule 
of taxes was in force, shows a drop 
of upward of ninety-six millions cigar¬ 
ettes, as compared with June a year 
ago, which means that the Federal 
treasury is poorer by a quarter of a 
million dollars for the month than it 
needed to be; and incidentally the 
cigarette taxes fell more than a half 
million dollars below Mr. Fielding’s 
too optimistic estimates in his budget 
speech. It may interest the reader to 
know where the fifteen cents goes to 
that he puts on the counter for'a pac¬ 
kage of tan Virginia cigarettes, li is 
split up something like this: Excise 
stamp, sales tax, leaf duties, etc., 9c. 
This is the goversment’s share. 
Wholesaler and retailers’ costs and 
profits, 4cts. Manufacturing charges, 
and costs including profits, 2 cts. In 
other words the Govemcent is getting 
sixty per cent, of the total retail price 
of a fifteen-cent package of smokes. 
Under the circumstances is it any 
wonder that the country is suffering 
from decreased revenue from this 
source, not to speak of increasing the 
incentive to smuggle cigarettes from 
the United States where they are 
practically half the Canadian price.

, Saturday Night: It is noted with 
some interest that Hon. D. D. McKen¬ 
zie, Solicitor General for the Dominion 
is reported to be strongly in favor of 
abolishing capital punishment. The 
Hon. D. D. may have been influenced 
in this matter by Mrs. McKenzie, who, 
it was noted the other day in the 
despatches, had been sending flowers 
to a murderer. In any event the fact 
that a Solicitor General is against 
hanging folks for murdering other 
folks, and that the matter will be a 
subject of debate at the next session 
of Parliament, is important, particu¬ 
larly at a, time when crime is ram¬ 
pant and the gunmen stalk abroad in 
the land. Mushy sentimentality should 
not be allowed to enter into the dis¬ 
cussion as to whether we hang a mur¬ 
derer by the neck, by the heels or not 
at all. The question is whether there 
is a better method of protecting so¬ 
ciety against the would-be killer than 
we now have. Hangings do not stop 
murders, that we know. Has the gal¬ 
lows a deterring- effect upon ruffians 
who poke guns in your face, and shoot 
unless you surrender unconditionally 
that which they are after, usually 
your money? In all human probabil¬ 
ity murders by this class of thug, did 
they know for a certainty that the 
worst that could befall them would be 
life imprisonment, would increase. On 
the other hand many a murderer ha^ 
escaped the gallows because of the 
feeling of a juryman, that while he 
would not hesitate to condemn a man 
to prison for life, he balks at turning 
him over to the hangman. A mock 
sentiment at be,st; for that same jury¬ 
man and many other sentimentalists 
would, in all probability, order other 
men into uniform, drill them and send 
them into the battle-line to be killed, |

To encourage re¬ 
gular attendance at school and to 
place no impediment in the way of the 
child In being at his and her place 
every school day is a parental obliga¬ 
tion which cannot be too lightly treat- 
ei. He>e is where the true parental 
responsibility shows itself and exerts 
itself. In the importance of education 
to the young the State in its wisdom 
has ordained that it should be free, so 
that it is available to one and all, to 
rich and poor alike. It is a gift which 
should not be spurned and which 
should be made the most of. One way 
of doing this is for parents to insist 
on and to encourage regular attend¬ 
ance at the schools, with the utmost 
endeavor made to make the most of 
the educational benefits by allowing 
children every facility to remain as 
long as possible in school until at least 
Grade VIII is reached.

July. 

Ques.—When is the best time to 
trim a Caragana Hedge 

Ans.—Anytime, three or four times 
during the summer if you like. 

Ques.—What are those big green 
caterpillars eating the leaves off the 
tops of Russian poplar cottonwoods 
and ash in my plantations. And what 
should I do for them? 

Ans.—These are tfffrMarvae of the 
Sphinx moth and their attack is 
rarely serious enough to require 
spraying. Their size renders them 
very conspicuous and they are readily 
picked off by the birds. Spraying 
with arsenate of lead powder at the 
rate of a table spoonful to two gallons 
of water will effectively clear them.

Ques.—My Tartarian Honeysuckle 
are being eaten up by a bluish green 
beetle about half an inch long. What 
are they and what can be done for 
them ? 

- Ans.—These appear to be a lesser 
variety of the Blister Beetle and may 
be destroyed by spraying with half a 
tablespoonful of arsenate of lead in 
the powder form to a gallon of water. 
The arsenate is the same as is being 
used for killing grasshoppers.

The attention of the holders of the 
five and a half per cent, war loan 
bonds maturings December 1, 1922, is 
directed to the offer of the minister 
of finance to renew the loan on favor¬ 
able terms. 


Nearly four thousand miles of bor¬ 
der line extend between Canada and 
the United States.

The last Canadian loan 
was placed in New York at a satis¬ 
factory price. The minister is making 
his present financial operation entire¬ 
ly a domestic one by offering to ex¬ 
change the maturing bonds for new 
'bonds bearing the same rate of inter¬ 
est, running for either five years or 
ten years as the bondholder may pre¬ 
fer. A further inducement to the in¬ 
vestor is that he receives a bonus of 
one month’s interest. The terms of¬ 
fered are decidedly favorable to the 
investor and it is probable tha t a 
large part of the maturing loan will 
be renewed. Arrangements for the 
exchange of the bonds can be made at 
any branch of the chartered banks. 
Holders who do not wish to reinvest 
will be paid in cash on December 1. 

In offering to renew the five and 
a half per cent. Canadian Government 
bonds maturing December 1 at the 
same rate of interest as is carried by 
the maturing bonds, and allowing a 
bonus of one month’s interest, the 
Minister of Finance is making a 
material concession to the Canadian 
investor, as this rate is higher than 
was paid on the recent Canadian loan 
in New York.
